Ohio River crested slightly below 
flood stage here early today, but

Forecasters said the Mononga­ 
hela was beginning to recede 
after spilling over its banks yes- 
teray.

Surging Floodwaters Sweep

Many snow • swollen tributaries 
appeared to have passed their 
crest but the mighty Ohio River 
continued to rise. Ice jams and 
more rain posed new threats of 
extensive flooding. 
‘Potway’

Splits. Potholes 
Rooz explained that constant 
rain and rising frost from under­ 
neath the road surface is causing 
the asphalt cover to erupt into 
splits and potholes.
